ENGINEERS FOR 
SERVICE ABROAD 


Orders have bean issued by the war 


department to raise nine regiments o 
engineers for duty at the earliest pos 
sible moment, on the communication 
lines in France. 


Recruiting points will be New York 


St. Louis, Chicago, Boston, Pittsburgh 
Detroit, Atlanta, San Francisco and 
Philadelphia. 


The department's statement follows: 
"The war department has sent ou 


orders for the raising as rapidly as 
possible of nine additional regiments 
of engineers which are destined to pro- 
ceed to France at the eartlest possible 
moment far work on the lines of com 
munlcation. 


"It is requested of the press that no 


speculation or rumors regarding this 
force be carried other than that given 
out. 
All details regarding the force 


will be given out as fast as compatl 
ble with the best public interests.' 


It was explained that these forces 


are not connected with the army or 
ganizatlon already announced by the 
war department. They represent an 
addition to the total military prepared 
ness program. 
In 
effect, the regi 


ments will be additional technlca 
units of the army which the adminis 
tratlon bill authorizes the presiden 
to organize In whatever numbers on 
whatever plans he deems best. 


The strength of an engineer regi 


ment is approximately 2000 men. This 
would make a total of 18,000 men in 
the new force. 
As it Is announced 


that they are for use on communlca 
tlon lines, It Is assumed they wiill be 
drawn as far as possible from rallwa> 
employes and employes of telegraph 
and telephone companies. 


Additional officers 
to supplement 


those detailed from the active list ol 
the army or from the officers reserve 
corps probably will be sought among 
engineers now engaged with work of 
this character.

Spring Foods. 


The Importance of teaching chil- 


dren to eat nnd enjoy vegetable food 
is a most important one for all moth- 
ers to consider. Vegetables add bulk 
to the food, holding foods in such 
manner that the digestive Juices have 
free access. Vegetables contain val- 
uable mineral matters which are in- 
estimably valuable to the growing 
child, in fact indispensable to a good 
body structure of bones and muscles. 
The mineral matter keeps the blood 
in good balance, supply elasticity to 
the blood vessels and do many other 
things to the functioning of the body. 


The combination of spinach, carrots, 


an onion or two with a little celery 
all cooked together is a most satisfac- 
tory mixture containing the valuable 
mineral salts essential to the young, 
growing child. This may be given as 
a puree, or finely chopped, seasoned 
with butter or In a chicken or mutton 
broth as a vegetable soup. 


To remember that the mineral salts 


are soluble In water Is a most vital 


thing, as many cooks throw away the 
water in which vegetables are cooked, 
losing the very elements that make 
vegetable food valuable. A little care 
and thought should be given to the 
cooking of young, tender, succulent 
vegetables, allowing them to cook in 
just water enough to keep them from 
burning, and that water should then 
be added to the seasonings In the form 
of a sauce. If that method is not de- 
sired, the liquid may be saved and 
put into the soup pot, -thus saving all 
the mineral elements. 


The cooking of vegetables in a large 


amount of water and throwing it way 
Is a most reprehensible waste, and 
one that should be most soundly con- 
demned. One of the most Important 
beginnings in teaching children to eat 
and like all kinds of vegetables Is 
that the parents 'should always par- 
take of them. Children as a rule can- 
not be forced Into eating things that 
are objectionable, and they have a 
right to object if the head of the fam- 
ily does not eat them, for he Is the 
pattern and example which all chil- 
dren love to follow. If daddy eats 
cajrots and spinach it is comparative- 
ly easy to overcome any prejudice on 
the part of the children If they are 
taught early enough.

Since we are at wai\ let us have the 
lesson of the tremendous bearing of 
health problems on our armies In 
camp and our citizens at honu» well 
li»arned, so that we may not have to 
learn it by bitter and calamlt(»us ex- 
p('rlence. 
It would seem to be a late 
(late to point out the almost self-evi­ 
dent fact that sickness will doorcase 
' the national efiiciency 
by 
Just 
so 
much, whether It he among soldiers 
or noncombatants, but the general 
' public does not give enough attention 
to this aspect of war’s demands, the 
' accent being placed on more spectac- 
- ular elements of preparedness. 
Each Individual must consider him­ 
self a unit of our great population to 
b(‘ kept able to meet whatever comes 
along. If there was ever a time when 
the individual had the duty of taking 
thoufiht of how he could keep in good 
hoalth, It Is now. 
One of the first elements of the 
hoalth of a nation at war- -or at peace, 
for that matter—Is its food. It cannot 
bo healthy and strong without good 
food, and plenty of It. Therefore ag­ 
riculture and gardening must be Intel­ 
ligently and Intensively stimulated, 
SI» that larger crops shall be brought 
forth. 
The housewife’s task will be to 
economize the food supply and rook It 
with skill, s<i as to make her meals 
tasty and digestible. 
The streams from which our dorne.s- 
tic water sui)ply comes should be care­ 
fully guard(»d against pollution, so 
that conununltles shall not run the 
risk of being Infected 
with 
sonje 
deadly disease. 
Vaccination against typhoid is a 
valuable slop In preparednoss under 
conditions as they aro at present. 
The thne has come lo consider these 
matters In a spirit of patriotism. It 
Is the duty of every citizen to attain 
physical fitness, and of the people as a 
whole, to take measures for the In­ 
creased production of food materials. 
Wanton destruction of food Is an 
Injury to our country just as positive­

Spring Foods. 
The importance of teaching chil­ 
dren to eat and enjoy vegetable food 
is a most important one for all moth­ 
ers to consider. 
Vegetables add bulk 
to the food, holding foods in sucii 
nii^nner that the digestive juices have 
free access. 
Vegetables contain val­ 
uable njineral matters wJiicli are in­ 
estimably valuable to the growing 
child, in fact indlspen.sable to a good 
body structure of bones and muscles. 
Tlie jnlneral matter keeps the blood 
in good balance, supply elasticity to 
the blood vessels and do many other 
things to the functioning of tlie body. 
Tlie combination of spinach, carrots, 
an onion or two with a little celery 
all cooked together is a most satisfac­ 
tory mixture containing the valuable 
njineral salts essential to the young, 
growing child. This may be given as 
a puree, or finely chopped, seasoned 
with butter or in a chicken or mutton 
brotlx aü a vegetable soup. 
To remember that the mineral salts 
are soluble in water U a most vital

water In which vegetables are cooked, 
losing the very elements that make 
vegetable food valuable. A little care 
and thought should be given to the 
cooking of young, tender, succulent 
vegetables, allowing them to cook in 
just water enough to keep tliem from 
burning, and thtit water .should then 
be added to the seasonings In the form 
of a sauce. If that method is not de­ 
sired, the liquid may be saved and 
put Into the .soup pot, thus saving ail 
the mineral elements. 
The cooking of vegetables in a large 
amount of wjiter and throwing it way 
Is a most reprehensible W’aste, and 
one that should be most soundly con­ 
demned. 
One of the most important 
beginnings In teaching children to eat 
and like all kinds of vegetables la 
that the x^fti'cnts should always par­ 
take of them. Qhiidren as a rule can­ 
not be forced Into eating things that 
are objectionable, and they have a 
right to object if the head of the fam­ 
ily does not eat them, for he is the 
pattern and example which all chil­ 
dren love to follow. 
If daddy eats 
carrots and spinach It Is comparative-' 
ly easy to overcome any prejudice on 
the part of the children if they are 
taught early enough. 
The early greens that come first In 
the spring are rich in iron and should 
be eaten fx'equently. 
Spinach should 
be cooked In as little water as possi- 
blOj not to waste any of the preclou» 
minerals.

Gettysburg Suggested 


As Training Camp 


Gettysburg, along with Sea Girt, N. J., 


and Mt. Gretna, will possibly be des- 
ignated by the War Department as one o 
the camps in which troops raised by tb 
selective draft will be trained for service 
abroad. This was generally accepted in 
Washington on Tuesday following officia 
announcement that Quantico, near Wash 
ington, had been selected as one of the 
places at which units of the first American 
army will be trained. The lands at Get- 
tysburg are recognized by State and Gov- 
ernment millitary authorities ae ideal for 
camp sites. Much of the land owned by 
the government there could be turned over 
to the use of the units sent to Gettysburg 
for training.

The 
national officials have been appealed to by 
the county seat delegation, who have point- 
ed out the adaptability of the Gettysburg, 
rite, proved to by the 1913 encampment.

Housed and! Taught Some Meant' 


of Self.Support. 


The war has turned the palace of 


Oie Bourbon kings of Naples into a 
»cme for mutilated soldiers. Around 
fee exquisite marble table where tiie 
piests of the "Hoi Solell" of Naples 
lined in the garden on hot summer 
Jights—the ladies in powdered head 
dress and panier skirts, the men with 
lace at their sleeves and embroidered 
coats—today are gathered the pitiable 
fragments of humanity that war has 
left in Its wake. There are neither 
candles nor massive silver, neither 
sweetmeats nor rare wines. The Ital- 
ian government allows 70 cents per 
day for their lodging and mainten- 
ance, and food Is high in Naples. 


The marble table on warm days In 


the gardens Is the recreation center of 
the mutilated, In their worn and faded 
uniforms. 
Before each Is an oblong 


cardboard placard, some of whose 
spaces are numbered. One of the men 
(he must be one of those who have 
lost a leg, for the one-armed cannot 
do the trick) shakes a basket-bottle 
and turns out a numbered counter. 
In the sing-song Neapolitan dialect, he 
cries the number. 
The one whose 


placard bears it, covers the space 
with a bit of glass. Whoever covers 
all his spaces first wins a cent from 
each of the others. 


Those who have no hands at all 


have grown wondrously skillful at flip- 
ping their bits of glass onto the 
placard by means of a bent pin stuck 
in the empty sleeve.

Was Opened to World. 


Japanese embroidery, now so popu- 


lar in this country. is one of the oldest 
arts of tho mikado's people. For cen- 
turies before the country was opened 
to foreign intercourse heavily embroid- 
ered silk kimonos, screens, and other 
articles were made by professional 
embroidery 
experts, principally 
In 


Kyoto. 
This same profession con- 


tinues today, having been handed 
down from father to son for many gen- 
erations. For this reason the center 
of the country's art-embroidery indus- 
try is at Kyoto, although cheaper em- 
broideries, principally for export, are 
produced in large quantities in other 
part of the Kobe district. 


The majority of the workers In. Kyo- 


to are men, who produce the finer 
grades of embroidery. It is essentially 


household industry, and is usually 


conducted in small shops, where from 
hree to ten apprentices and skilled 
embroiderers are employed. The men 
received from 40 to 75 cents gold pel 
day. 
The women, however, are able 


to earn from 15 to 50 cents gold pel 
day, depending upon their ability and 
diligence.

Embroidery Made in Flowery Kingdom 
for Centuries Before Country 
Was Opened to World. 


.Japanese embroidery, now so popu­ 
lar in this country, is one of the oldest 
arts of the mikado’s people. For cen­ 
turies before the country was opened 
to foreign intercourse heavily embroid­ 
ered silk kimonos, screens, and other 
articles were made by professional 
embroidery 
experts, 
principally 
In 
Kyoto. 
This same profession con­ 
tinues today, 
having been 
handed 
down from father to son for many gen­ 
erations. 
For this reason the center 
of the country’s art-embroldery indus­ 
try is at Kj'oto, although cheaper em­ 
broideries, principally for export, are 
produced In large quantities In other 
part of the Kobe dlsrrict. 
The majority of the workers In. Kyo­ 
to are men, who produce the finer 
grades of embroidery. It is essentially 
a household industry, and is usually 
conducted In small shops, where from 
three to ten apprentices and .skilled 
embroiderers are employed. The men 
received from 40 to T5 cents gold pei 
day. 
The women, however, are able 
to earn from 15 to 50 cents gold per 
day, depending upon their ability and 
/diligence. 
The manufacture of hand-made lace 
is a comparatively new industry In 
Japan, as lace was not used by the 
Japanese before the advent of foreign­ 
ers. 
The industry Is still In its In­ 
fancy, and the output Is small.

My Dear Buck: 
There are many 


reasons for giving the black bass the 
title of "gamest fish of fresh water." 
For his size and weight he puts up as 
snappy a fight as any fisherman could 
wish for. 
Take a small-mouth bass 


In a swift-running stream and it will 
be a case of matching your knowledge 
of the fishing game with his keenly 
developed instinct, and at that, you 
lave to keep your eyes open or he will 
slip one over on you and break for 
other waters. 


As to main strength the bass, for its 


size, carr4es a larger package of that 
stuff tlran any other fish. Often when 
hooked it will plunge to the bottom 
and stick there to a fare-you-well. 
Nothing can budge him except your 
strength against his husky muscular 
development, and this puts a heavy 
strain on your tackle that often shows 
up a weak point in your equipment 
and it's "good-by" bass. At times you 
will think that the bass has edged into 
a rocky crevice and has propped his 
strong fins against the sides to give 
him leverage, and believe me he has 
sense enough to do it. 
He is wise 


enough to dart around submerged 
rocks and saw a line or gut leader on 
the ragged edges and make his get- 
away. 


One of His Many Tricks. 


One of his stock tricks is to watch 


your line and the moment he gets a 
little slack, up out of the water he 
jumps and gives a shake that would 
make a fair-sized "muskie" turn green 
with envy. 
This is not merely a 


shake of the head as practiced by 
other game fish, but a strong jerky 
shake that brings into play all the 
muscles of his body. He does not stop 
at on« jump, but will leap repeatedly 
into the air, each time giving a mas- 
ter shake of his husky body. After 
the first leap you may think you have 
lost him and start reeling in, when 20 
feet away from his first Bop up he 
•comes again. This is his method of 
showing an amateur how a well de- 
veloped bass loosens a hook from his 
mouth, and unless you reel in that 
slack mighty quick, IVuck, he will 
sure show you. 


On His Way Up-Stream. 


The bass is always on the move up- 


stream, which is likely caused by the 
scarcity of natural food in the lower 
waters. He has no love for rapids or 
riffles and is seldom if ever found in 
them, but in the quieter waters at the 
lower end of a rapids or in the eddies 
on either side he is right at home. Al- 
though he does not like the rougher, 
swifter waters of the rapids and riffles, 
he will often dasb into their frothy 
edge in pursuit of minnows, returning 
at once to the quieter water. The bass 
will also dash into very shallow water 
after some of the small fry, often in 
water so low that his -dorsal fin will 
-be entirely out of the water, returning 
however, instantly to the deeper water 
with his catch. In his up-stream mi- 
gration he will often loaf in pools be- 
low the rougher shallower water of the 
riffles until rainy weather raises the 
water, making swimming better for 
him. Right after high water makes 
poor fishing in most cases, as the bass 
have gone up stream to new localities 
and the new feeding grounds are gen- 
erally alive with eats carried down by 
the current and this gives him a period 
of easy feeding. Aa a rule the bass 
do most of their feeding in the shal- 
lows or below riffles, going to the deep 
pools for rest and digestion of his 
overfilled feedbag, at which time it is 
very difficult to coax him with any lure 
or bait. 


Sports in the Moonlight. 


On a moonlight night the bass can 


be Been Jumping up out of the water, 
having a general good time. Just like 
a bunch of kids in the old "swimmin' 
hole." They are good night feeders 
and are generally close to the surface 
at that time. That they come to the 
surface at night was shown to me la a 
striking; manner a few years ago. 
While frogging one night above a rif- 
fles in the Mahoning river in eastern 
Ohio I was slowly rowing across the 
river when something flopped into the 
boat behind me. After a few excited 
moments of coasiderable activity the 
flopper proved to be a 3%-pound large- 
mouth bass, and the following night In 
practically the same spot, a bass, larger 
by half a pound, flopped into the boat 
while the wife was piloting a bunch of 
suffragettes on a hunt for a mess of 
frogs. Later I fished this stretch of 
water with a moonlight mascot wob-

As it 
advances up street after street rumor 
grows in size, and its swelling in- 
creases perceptibly as it darts into one

They quit it cold on the first signs of 
illness. Its death is always unattend- 
ed and no one sheds a tear over its de- 
parture.

Making Snake Antidote. 


India's annual loss of over 20,000 


lives from snake bite has forced the 
production of an antidote serum. The 
Pare! laboratory, Bombay, keeps a 
supply of cobras from which venom 
is extracted every ten days. 
Tho 


snakes are forcibly led with egg flip 
through a tube. 


The venom is dried over lime and 


then dissolved in a salt solution. In- 
creasing doses are injected in a horse 
until at the end of two years the ani- 
mal can stand a dose 200 times the 
original one and is quite immune 
from the cobra poison. 


The serum from the blood of this 


particular horse is an antidote and is 
absolutely effective if injected in time. 
Many lives have been saved by its use. 
However, each bite requires an nnti- ' 
dote made from the venom of the same 
sort of snake that inflicted the bite.

Free Hatching Eggs* 
At a meeting in Harrisburg on Thurs 
day of state ponltrymen, $26,000 worth of 
hatching eggs were donated to be distrib­ 
uted free to persons not now raising or 
who cannot afford to raise poultry, but 
who Will agree to hatch the eggs. Over 
375,000 eggs will be given away as the 
2 part of the poultrymen’s quota of the ex^ 
tra 100,000,000 pounds of meats asked for 
by the council of defense for this year. 
This distribution will be made through a 
“ war commission of poultry,'' of which 
F. W. Delancey, of York, formerly of 
Hanaver, is chairman. The other mem 
bera of the commission are James T, 
Huston, Hanover, and L. E. Althouse, of 
Sellersville. There is no charge for the 
eggs and you have the opportunity to do 
your share towards increasing the food 
supply. The Pennsylvania Board of Ag 
riculture will keep in close touch with all 
receiving a setting of eggs, and likely will 
adopt a method of monthly reports, 
whereby the person receiving the eggs 
will report progress of the chicks, and as 
well receive valuable information from 
this department as to the care and feed*
